President  and  Members: 

In  1968,  Dr.  Philip  S.  Haley  executed  a  will  leaving  the  residue  of 
his  estate  to  be  used  for  scholarships  for  City  College  students.   Dr.  Haley 
died  in  1982.   The  gross  residue  of  his  estate  is  presently  valued  at  approxi- 
mately $130,000.00.   Although  Dr.  Haley  executed  later  wills  omitting  this 
provision,  the  validity  of  such  wills  has  been  questioned. 

Consistent  with  the  desire  of  the  Governing  Board  to  secure  scholar- 
ship funds  for  its  students,  the  services  of  an  attorney  competent  in  probate 
matters  is  required  to  prepare  the  initial  will  contest,  to  investigate  the 
validity  of  wills  subsequent  to  1968,  and  to  advise  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
probability  of  ultimate  success  of  a  will  challenge. 

Attorney  Otto  C.  Stelling,  Jr.  is  a  private  attorney  admitted  to 
practice  law  in  the  State  and  is  experienced  in  probate  litigation.   Mr. 
Stelling  is  willing  and  able  to  perform  the  services  required  by  the  District 
in  this  matter.   It  is  therefore  recommended  that  an  agreement  be  entered  into 
with  Mr.  Otto  C.  Stelling,  Jr.  to  provide  the  services  described  above. 

Education  Code  Section  72420  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "The 
governing  board  of  any  community  college  district,  may  contract  for  the 
services  of  an  attorney  in  private  practice,  as  an  employee  or  independent 
contractor,  or  utilize  an  administrative  adviser  for  whatever  purpose  the 
governing  board  deems  appropriate..."

The  Community  College  Centers  Division  categorically  funded  pro- 
grams' certificated  personnel  are  now  given  the  same  opportunity  to  become 
scheduled  instructors  and  counselors  as  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  certificated  staff,  when  the  need  arises  and  it  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  a  quality  educational  program.   Therefore,  the  Community  College 
Centers  Division  is  requesting  that  the  above  scheduled  position  be  created  in 
a  specially  funded  program. 

California  Education  Code  Section  87470  reads  in  part  as  follows:

$36,489.00,  City  College  and  Centers. 

President  and  Members: 

On  December  6,  1979,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
Governing  Board  ratified  its  first  Collective  Bargaining  Agreement  with  the 
AFT  Local  2121.   The  Agreement  included  all  part-time  certificated  employees 
who  were  members  of  the  bargaining  unit;  that  is,  all  part-time  hourly 
employees  who  were  in  their  third  semester  of  employment  with  the  District  out 
of  the  preceding  six  semesters.   This  controversy  involved  the  pay  rates  of 
those  part-time  certificated  employees  who  were  not  eligible  for  membership  in 
the  bargaining  unit  the  1979-80  academic  year. 

Non-bargaining  unit  part-time  hourly  employees  working  during  the 
Spring  semester  of  the  1979-80  academic  year  claim  they  were  entitled  to  pay 
rates  of  $20.38  per  hour  for  City  College  employment,  and  $18.15  per  hour  for 
Centers  employment.   In  fact,  they  were  paid  $18.70  and  $15.89  respectively. 
The  plaintiffs  claim  that  the  higher  pay  rates  were  advertised  through  job 
announcements  and  offers  of  employment  during  late  1979  and  early  1980.   As  a 
result,  legal  action  ensued.   The  Governing  Board  claimed  that  it  ratified 
only  the  lower  rates  for  non-bargaining  unit  part-time  employees,  and  never 
intended  to  have  the  higher  rates  apply  to  them.   However,  this  intention  may 
not  have  been  made  clear  to  the  administrative  staff,  and  as  a  result,  non 
bargaining  unit  members  may  have  been  given  erroneous  information  by  the 
administration  regarding  the  wage  rates  they  could  expect  to  receive. 

On  August  19,  1982,  the  court  certified  this  action  as  a  class 
action  pursuant  to  the  Stipulation  of  the  parties.   A  San  Francisco  City 
Attorney  has  been  representing  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in 
this  matter,  and  she  believes  this  settlement  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
District.   A  proposed  settlement  has  now  been  reached  by  the  parties  involved. 
Part  of  the  terms  of  the  proposed  settlement  are  as  follows:   1)  One  hundred 
thirty-four  members  of  the  Settlement  Class  who  returned  declarations  under 
penalty  of  perjury  supporting  their  entitlement  to  compensation  will  be  paid 
back  pay  totaling  $34,989.00.   Back  pay  will  be  determined  by  computing  the 
difference  between  the  pay  which  they  received  and  the  pay  which  they  would 
have  received  had  they  been  compensated  at  the  higher  rates  of  hourly  pay,   2) 
The  District  shall  pay  to  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiffs,  fifty  percent  of 
his  legal  fees  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

During  a  meeting  on  March  25,  1983,  eleven  site  improvement  items 
which  the  Hunters  Point  Skills  Center  identified  as  its  priorities  were 
reviewed.   Major  improvements  and  rehabilitation  of  the  1250  La  Salle  Street 
Jedediah  Smith  School,  would  be  done  on  the  basis  of  the  establishment  of  a 
long  term  lease  and  a  forgiveness  of  rent  by  the  SFUSD.   Routine  maintenance 
would  be  performed  on  a  regular  basis  with  available  funds  already  budgeted 
for  the  purpose.

California  Education  Code  Section  68051  reads  as  follows:   "Unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  governing  board'  shall  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  relating  to  the  method  of  calculation  of  the  amount  of  nonresident 
tuition,  the  method  of  payment,  and  the  method  and  amount  of  refund." 

On  December  14,  1982  the  Governing  Board  approved  Resolution  No. 
821214-B5  adopting  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  rate  of  $71  per  unit  in  Grades 
13  and  14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1983-84.   It  also  continued  the  College's 
current  policy  on  nonresident  tuition  refunds  which  does  not  allow  for 
proration  and  clear  procedures  for  implementing  the  policy. 

Since  apportionment  funds  are  not  received  for  the  instruction  of 
nonresident  students  and  since  instructional  services  or  student  support  have 
been  provided  to  these  students  prior  to  their  withdrawal  or  reduction  in 
units,  it  would  be  financially  prudent  for  the  College  to  seek  payment  for 
these  services  as  well  as  for  the  administrative  costs  in  managing  the 
program.   The  clearly  stated  refund  schedule  would  also  clarify  deadline  dates 
and  procedures. 

In  addition,  during  the  Fall  1982  semester,  a  study  was  made  of  the 
nonresident  tuition  refund  policies  of  eight  other  community  colleges.   The 
study  showed  that  these  colleges  had  a  prorated,  nonresident  tuition  refund 
policy  with  a  definite  or  clearly  stated  schedule  of  deadline  dates  for 
petitioning  refunds.

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Xerox  Corporation,  the  California 
State  Department  of  Vocational  Education,  the  S.F.  Mayor's  Office  of 
Employment  and  Training,  the  S.F.  Private  Industry  Council  (PIC),  the 
California  Employment  Development  Department,  the  Technical  Assistance  and 
Training  Corporation  (TATC)  and  the  SFCCD,  we  are  developing  a  model  word 
processing  training  program  to  be  conducted  at  the  John  Adams  Community 
College  Center.   This  program  is  designed  to  produce  competent  entry  level 
word  processing  specialists  who  will  meet  the  performance  standards  of 
companies  in  the  San  Francisco  area.   The  target  student  population  will  be 
the  economically  disadvantaged  or  unemployed.   In  the  first  17-week  cycle,  the 
program  will  produce  30-35  graduates. 

This  program  proposal  involves  a  unique  partnership  arrangement 
among  the  corporations  and  agencies  named  above.   The  Xerox  Corporation  will 
donate  over  $250,000  in  state-of-the-art  word  processing  equipment  to  PIC  for 
the  project;  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education  will  contribute 
approximately  $119,000  for  site  preparation  and  instruction;  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Employment  and  Training  will  be  responsible  for  student  recruitment 
and  certification.   TATC,  a  private  consulting  firm  which  is  currently 
operating  a  similar  pilot  project  in  Chicago  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Chicago  PIC,  will  provide  assistance  in  curriculum  development  and  other 
technical  expertise.   The  SFCCD  will  provide  the  training  facilities  at  the 
John  Adams  Community  College  Center  and  administer  the  operation  of  the 
training  program. 

In  conjunction  with  the  California  Employment  Development 
Department,  we  are  also  developing  an  evening  upgrade  component  of  the  program 
to  be  conducted  at  the  same  site  with  funds  from  the  California  Worksite 
Employment  and  Training  Act  (CWETA) .

President  and  Members: 

For  the  periods  of  1978-79,  1979-80,  1980-81,  the  Community  College 
Centers  have  conducted  a  project  in  Adult  Competency  Education  Assessment 
Program  under  the  California  State  Department  of  Education.   In  1981-82  the 
Adult  Competency  Education  Assessment  Program  developed  into  the  California 
Adult  Student  Assessment  System  (CASAS) ,  and  the  SFCCD  has  participated  in  the 
CASAS  consortium  since  then.   The  CASAS  involves  the  development  and  testing 
of  materials  and  assessment  instruments  following  "life  skills"  and 
competency-based  guidelines.   The  California  State  Department  of  Education 
Field  Services  is  planning  to  implement  a  competency-bases  learning  ("life 
skills")  curriculum  and  assessment  systems  for  Adult  Basic  Education  in 
California. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has  for  many  years 
received  an  ABE  Grant  from  the  California  Department  of  Education  under  Public 
Law  91-230,  Section  306.   For  the  current  fiscal  year  of  1982-83,  the  District 
will  receive  an  estimated  grant  allocation  of  $550,000.00. 

The  Adult  Education  Field  Service,  California  Department  of 
Education  has  advised  districts  which  receive  the  ABE  Grant  of  the  Grant 
requirements  for  the  new  funding  period  of  1983-84.   These  requirements  for 
qualifying  ABE  Grant  projects  include: 

1.  Providing  quality  programs  for  a  target  population. 

2.  Adult  Basic  Education  curriculum  will  be  competency-based 
learning. 

3.  Student  assessment  will  be  of  competency-based  learning. 

4.  Districts  will  provide  in-service  training  for  all  certificated 
staff  involved  with  the  ABE  Program. 

Continued  participation  in  the  California  Adult  Student  Assessment 

System  Consortium  will  enable  Community  College  Centers  personnel  to  prepare 

for  and  implement  strategies  and  practices  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  ABE 
Grant. 

If  the  Letter  of  Intent  is  accepted  by  the  California  Department  of 
Education,  a  formal  application  or  other  formalities  will  be  prepared  and  a 
budget  for  the  District's  participation  in  the  CASAS  Consortium,  with  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District's  share,  will  be  detailed.

Initiation  of  Meeting  and  Negotiating 

Meeting  and  negotiating  between  District  and  an  exclusive  representative 
shall  not  take  place  prior  to  the  provisions  of  this  policy  relating  to 
presentation  of  initial  proposals,  public  hearings,  and  Governing  Board 
adoption  of  its  initial  response  and  proposals  having  been  completed. 

Presentation  of  Initial  Proposal 

The  initial  proposal  of  an  exclusive  representative  or  of  the  District  relating 
to  matters  within  the  scope  of  representation  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  Governing  Board. 

After  presentation  at  a  public  meeting  of  the  board  all  initial  proposals 
shall  thereafter  be  a  public  record. 

Copies  of  an  initial  proposal  presented  pursuant  to  the  Initiation  of  Meeting 
and  Negotiating    shall  be  available  for  public  review  at  all  locations  where 
notices  to  the  public  are  customarily  posted,  and,  as  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Governing  Board,   distributed  to  media  and  other  persons  indicating 
interest. 

Public  Hearing 

The  Governing  Board  will  schedule  a  public  hearing  on  the  initial  proposal 
after  the  public  has  been  allowed  a  reasonable  time  within  which  to  become 
informed  of  the  contents  of  the  initial  proposal.

Authorizing  City  College  of  San  Francisco  to  adopt 
regulations  governing  instructional  and  graduation 
requirements  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8  of  Part  V 
of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code. 

President  and  Members: 

On  March  12,  1982  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community 
Colleges  unanimously  adopted  a  motion  approving  the  following  changes  in  the 
General  Education  requirements  for  the  Associate  Degree.   Section  51626  of 
Chapter  8  of  Part  V  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code  was  added 
requiring  a  minimum  of  18  semester  units  divided  among  the  following:   Communi- 
cation and  Analytical  Thinking  -  3  units;  Written  Composition  -  3  units; 
Natural  Sciences  -  3  units;  Social  and  Behavioral  -  3  units;  Humanities  -  3 
units;  and  three  additional  units  to  be  determined  by  each  college  from  among 
its  General  Education  Offerings. 

Section  53203  of  Chapter  2  of  Part  V  of  Title  5  of  the  California 
Administrative  Code  reads:   After  consultation  with  the  Administration  of  its 
community  college,  the  Academic  Senate  may  present  its  written  views  and 
recommendations  to  the  governing  board.   The  governing  board  shall  consider 
and  respond  to  such  views  and  recommendations.   Since  February  1982,  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has 
been  reviewing  graduation  requirements  and  has  been  informing  the  City  College 
Administration  of  its  recommendations.   In  January  of  1983,  it  made  its  final 
recommendations  and  in  March  of  1983  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Academic 
Senate  met  with  the  City  College  Administration.   The  Academic  Senate's 
proposal  was  based  on  the  following  philosophy  of  General  Education  Breadth 
Requirements  for  the  Associate  Degree  and  specific  goals: 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  highest 
quality  education  possible  be  provided  to  all  students.   Central  to  this 
philosophy  is  the  belief  that  all  students  granted  an  Associate  degree  should 
be  required  to  study  a  variety  of  general  breadth  courses  in  addition  to  those 
courses  which  are  required  by  a  student's  major.   These  courses  shall  intro- 
duce the  student  to  the  languages,  the  methods  of  inquiry  and  the  achievements 
of  the  major  academic  disciplines.   Consistent  with  this  philosophy,  it  is  the 
intent  of  the  College  to  involve  students  in  the  various  disciplines  in  such  a 
way  that  students  will  develop  an  interest  in  learning  that  will  continue  and 
expand  throughout  their  lives. 


GOALS 

Through  its  general  education  program,  the  College  intends  to 
graduate  students  who: 

a)   have  developed  skills  in  the  principles  and  applications  of 

language  toward  logical  thought,  clear  and  precise  expression, 
and  critical  evaluation  of  communication  in  whatever  symbol 
system  the  student  uses. 
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b)  have  developed  English  language  skills  so  that  they  can 
communicate  clearly,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  and  can 
evaluate  what  they  hear  and  read. 

c)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the 
scientific  method,  of  the  achievements  of  at  least  one  of  the 
natural  sciences,  and  of  the  relationships  between  the  natural 
sciences  and  other  human  activities. 

d)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  methods 
of  inquiry  used  by  the  social  and  behavioral  sciences  and  of  the 
ways  people  act  and  have  acted  in  response  to  their  societies. 

e)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  ways  in 
which  people  throughout  the  ages  and  in  different  cultures  have 
responded  to  themselves  and  to  the  world  around  them  through 
artistic  and  cultural  creation,  and  have  developed  aesthetic 
sensitivity  and  skills  as  well  as  an  ability  to  make  informed 
value  judgments. 

f)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  American 
history  and  government  so  that  they  can  be  responsible  and 
active  citizens. 

g)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  physical 
skills  and  health  knowledge  essential  for  mental  and  physical 
well-being.

The  project  was  bid  in  this  manner  to  provide  the  opportunity  to 
defer  the  alternates  should  it  become  necessary  to  stay  within  the  budgeted 
funds . 

The  bids  received  are  below  the  Architect's  estimate  and  within 
budgeted  funds  for  the  project.   Therefore,  staff  recommends  that  the  base  bid 
and  all  two  alternates  be  accepted.

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1983,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  budgets  for  the 
General  Fund,  Cafeteria  Fund,  Dormitory  Trust  Fund,  Special  Reserve  Fund,  and 
Child  Development  Fund  is  required.   The  resolution  permits  the  Controller  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be 
incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the  Summer  1983,  prior  to  adoption  of  the 
final  budget  in  August. 

Tentative  budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  S.  F.  Controller.   With  the 
subsequent  adoption  of  a  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD, 
adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounts  records  to  establish  the  adopted 
budget. 

AB1626  (Hughes)  Chapter  103,  Statutes  of  1981,  the  current  community 
college  funding  formula,  expires  on  June  30,  1983.   There  is  great  concern  at 
the  state  level  that  there  are  insufficient  funds  available  to  fund  public 
higher  education  without  imposition  of  tuition  or  additional  fees  for  1983-84. 
The  Tentative  Budgets  for  1983-84  have  been  developed  along  the  lines  of 
maintaining  the  1982-83  level  of  programs,  removing  non-recurring  1982-83 
items  such  as  capital  improvements,  increasing  classified  salary  rates  for 
1983-84,  and  reflecting  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Compliance 
Agreement  as  it  affects  our  classified  employees.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 
Simply  stated,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the 
appropriations  limit  for  the  current  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  changes 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Each  year 
the  governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish 
its  appropriation  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII 
B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days 
prior  to  such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determination  of 
the  appropriations  limit  is  a  legislative  act...." 

The  appropriations  limit  for  1983-84  will  need  to  be  established  at 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  on  June  14,  1983 
and  the  documentation  to  be  used  in  such  determination  will  need  to  be  made 
available  15  days  prior  thereto,  or  on  May  27,  1983. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  hereby  declares  its  intention

President  and  Members: 

On  February  8,  1974,  Mr.  Patrick  M.  Butler,  City  College  instructor, 
file  an  application  for  sabbatical  leave  (travel)  for  the  period  July  1,  1974 
through  June  30,  1975  which  was  approved  by  Governing  Board  Resolution  No. 
740416-G8.   Within  sixty  days  upon  his  return  to  duty,  Mr.  Butler  was  to 
submit  a  written  report  describing  and  documenting  his  sabbatical  activities 
and  accomplishments.   Mr.  Butler  failed  to  submit  the  report  as  required  and 
for  that  reason,  his  annual  increments  were  withheld. 

After  numerous  hearings  and  litigation,  and  after  the  required 
report  had  been  submitted,  the  California  Superior  Court  rendered  a  decision 
whereby  Mr.  Butler  is  to  receive  his  1976-77  increment  and  all  subsequent 
advances  on  the  salary  schedules  as  though  his  salary  had  not  been  frozen  plus 
interest.   The  total  amount  due  Mr.  Butler  is  $5,354  composed  of  $4,152  for 
salaries  and  $1,202  for  interest. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a 
resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board.   Nothing  in

On  April  20,  1983,  there  was  a  fire  in  the  Statler  Wing  Building  on 
the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  campus.   The  Admissions  and  Financial  Aids 
areas  were  among  the  areas  destroyed.   During  a  survey  of  the  burned  out  area 
of  the  building,  it  was  discovered  that  some  records  in  the  financial  aids 
area  were  burned,  but  not  completely  destroyed  and  were  capable  of  being 
duplicated. 

Blackmon-Mooring  Steamatic  Catastrophe,  Inc.  was  authorized  to  box 
and  remove  all  useable  paper  and  microfiche  records.   The  Dean  of  Financial 
Aids  surveyed  these  records  and  has  recommended  the  duplication  of  the  104 
boxes  of  records  on  microfiche. 

There  is  some  urgency  to  this  process  as  the  records  are  needed  in 
evaluation  of  current  financial  aids  applicants.

On  April  20,  1983,  there  was  a  fire  in  the  Statler  Wing  Building 
which  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  building  and  resulted  in  equipment  loss. 
We  have  fire  insurance  with  a  $25,000.00  deductible  which  should  pay  for  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  cost  of  replacement  and  restoration.   The  work  of 
replacement  and  restoration  is  now  beginning  and  some  funds  are  necessary  to 
be  appropriated  in  order  that  requisitions  can  be  processed.   A  computer 
listing  prepared  on  April  20,  1983  shows  that  the  equipment  that  was  reported 
to  be  in  the  fire  damaged  area  totalled  $274,331.   Since  there  is  $25,000 
deductible  on  the  insurance  policy,  the  first  $25,000  will  need  to  be  funded 
from  the  SFCCD  General  Fund  and  a  transfer  of  funds  is  now  requested  therefor. 
The  remainder  is  requested  to  be  appropriated  from  anticipated  insurance 
proceeds.

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  by  Sections  88000 
and  88137  of  the  Education  Code,  comes  under  the  merit  system  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.   Under  these  provisions,  the  Governing 
Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must  classify 
all  employees  and  positions  not  requiring  certification.   Such  employees 
and  positions  shall  be  known  as  the  classified  service. 

Section  5.101  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  provides  that 
compensation  of  non-teaching  and  non-technical  employees  "shall  be  fixed 
in  accordance  with  the  Salary  Standardization  provisions  of  this 
Charter."  The  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  setting  schedules  of 
compensation,  work  schedules,  conditions  of  employment,  and  method  of 
payment  for  Civil  Service  employees  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
8.400,  Section  8.401  and  Section  8.407  of  the  Charter  effective  July  1, 
1983  has  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  28,  1983  and 
signed  into  law  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on 
March  31,  1983.   The  classified  employees  at  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  are  members  of  the  Civil  Service  System. 

Section  VI.  A.  of  said  ordinance  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"...The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  may,  for  its  own  employees  and  employees 
regularly  assigned  from  other  departments,  substitute  for  the  holidays 
declared  above  an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

School  holidays  are  enumerated  in  California  Education  Code 
Section  79020  et.  seq.   For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Community 
College  District,  it  is  desirable  to  have  classified  employees  observe 
as  holidays  the  same  days  which  are  school  holidays.

B.  Employee  must  retire  with  an  effective  date  on  or  after  the 
date  this  plan  is  announced,  and,  on  or  before  June  30,  1983; 

C.  Employee  must  be  a  full-time  Schedule  I  or  Schedule  II  employee 
with  permanent  status,  or,  a  Schedule  I  or  Schedule  II  employee 
serving  on  a  year-to-year  basis  beyond  age  70. 

The  amount  of  severance  grant  award  will  be  based  upon  the  option 
program  selected  from  the  following: 

Option  1  $5,000  lump  sum  payment  and  guarantee  of  one  year  (1983-84 
fiscal  year)  post  retirement  reemployment  (for  employees 
eligible,  pursuant  to  District /AFT  Local  2121  Collective 
Bargaining  Contract,  Article  17.12)  to  the  maximum  amount 
allowed  retired  employees  through  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System.

Section  51626  of 
Chapter  8  of  Part  V  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code  was  added 
requiring  a  minimum  of  18  semester  units  divided  among  the  following:   Communi- 
cation and  Analytical  Thinking  -  3  units;  Written  Composition  -  3  units; 
Natural  Sciences  -  3  units;  Social  and  Behavioral  -  3  units;  Humanities  -  3 
units;  and  three  additional  units  to  be  determined  by  each  college  from  among 
its  General  Education  Offerings. 

Section  53203  of  Chapter  2  of  Part  V  of  Title  5  of  the  California 
Administrative  Code  reads:   After  consultation  with  the  Administration  of  its 
community  college,  the  Academic  Senate  may  present  its  written  views  and 
recommendations  to  the  governing  board.   The  governing  board  shall  consider 
and  respond  to  such  views  and  recommendations.   Since  February  1982,  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has 
been  reviewing  graduation  requirements  and  has  been  informing  the  City  College 
Administration  of  its  recommendations.   In  January  of  1983,  it  made  its  final 
recommendations  and  in  March  of  1983  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Academic 
Senate  met  with  the  City  College  Administration.   The  Academic  Senate's 
proposal  was  based  on  the  following  philosophy  of  General  Education  Breadth 
Requirements  for  the  Associate  Degree  and  specific  goals: 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  is  dedicated  to  the  principle  that  the  highest 
quality  education  possible  be  provided  to  all  students.   Central  to  this 
philosophy  is  the  belief  that  all  students  granted  an  Associate  degree  should 
be  required  to  study  a  variety  of  general  breadth  courses  in  addition  to  those 
courses  which  are  required  by  a  student's  major.   These  courses  shall  intro- 
duce the  student  to  the  languages,  the  methods  of  inquiry  and  the  achievements 
of  the  major  academic  disciplines.   Consistent  with  this  philosophy,  it  is  the 
intent  of  the  College  to  involve  students  in  the  various  disciplines  in  such  a 
way  that ^students  will  develop  an  interest  in  learning  that  will  continue  and 
expand  throughout  their  lives. 


GOALS 

Through  its  general  education  program,  the  College  intends  to 
graduate  students  who: 

a)   have  developed  skills  in  the  principles  and  applications  of 

language  toward  logical  thought,  clear  and  precise  expression, 
and  critical  evaluation  of  communication  in  whatever  symbol 
system  the  student  uses. 
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b)  have  developed  English  language  skills  so  that  they  can 
communicate  clearly,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  and  can 
evaluate  what  they  hear  and  read. 

c)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the 
scientific  method,  of  the  achievements  of  at  least  one  of  the 
natural  science?,  and  of  the  relationships  between  the  natural 
sciences  and  other  human  activities. 

d)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  methods 
of  inquiry  used  by  the  social  and  behavioral  sciences  and  of  the 
ways  people  act  and  have  acted  in  response  to  their  societies. 

e)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  ways  in 
which  people  throughout  the  ages  and  in  different  cultures  have 
responded  to  themselves  and  to  the  world  around  them  through 
artistic  and  cultural  creation,  and  have  developed  aesthetic 
sensitivity  and  skills  as  well  as  an  ability  to  make  informed 
value  judgments. 

f)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  American 
history  and  government  so  that  they  can  be  responsible  and 
active  citizens. 

g)  have  developed  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  physical 
skills  and  health  knowledge  essential  for  mental  and  physical 
well-being.

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1983-84  pursuant 
to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became 
effective  on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure 
defines  various  terms  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing  the 
appropriations  limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Each  year 
the  governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  be  resolution,  establish 
its  appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article 
XIII  B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen 
days  prior  to  such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determination  of 
the  appropriations  limit  is  a  legislative  act...." 

On  May  17,  1983,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.830517-B2 
"Declaring  intention  to  establish  appropriations  limit  for  1983-84  pursuant  to 
Government  code  Section  7910  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Governing 
Board  and  making  the  documentation  to  be  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  available  to  the  public." 

Since  May  27,  1983,  a  five  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the 
derivation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code 

Section  7910  (Gann  Limit)  establishes  the  SFCCD  appropri- 
ations limit  for  the  fiscal  year  1983-84  at  $95,311,977.33. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  supporting  documentation  has  been  made 

available  to  the  public  for  its  review  and

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03  Auditing  reads  as  follows:   "One 
certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of  certified  public  accountants  shall  be 
employed  by  the  Governing  Board  to  audit  annually  all  the  funds  of  the 
District.   The  audit  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with  1) 
the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  Section  84040,  2)  the  requirements 
and  standards  set  forth  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  as  it 
applies  to  California  Community  Colleges,  and  3)  the  guidelines  published  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  its  Industry  Audit 
Guide  "Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governmental  Units."  The  auditor  must  be 
duly  authorized  to  practice  and  licensed  as  such  by  the  State  of  California, 
State  Board  of  Accountancy.   The  auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing 
Board  from  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  an  advertised  Request  for  Proposals 
-  Auditing  Services.   The  auditor  shall  be  employed  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  unless  his  work  or  his  proposed  fee  for  the  second  or  third 
year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Governing  Board." 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
810310-B13  authorizing  a  contract  with  Lien  &  Quan  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD, 
in  the  amount  of  $19,500  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1980-81,  the  first  year  of  a 
three  year  contract. 

On  April  13,  1982,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
820413-B7  authorizing  a  contract  with  Lien  &  Quan  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD, 
in  the  amount  of  $21,500  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981-82,  the  second  year  of  a 
three  year  contract.   On  November  9,  1982,  the  Governing  Board  adopted 
Resolution  No.  821109-B3  authorizing  assignment  of  agreement  for  the  audit  of 
SFCCD  for  Fiscal  Years  1981-82  and  1982-83  to  Quan  &  Arima,  the  successors  to 
Lien  &  Quan. 

By  letter  dated  May  23,  1983,  Quan  &  Arima  has  proposed  a  maximum 
fee  of  $22,500  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1982-83.   The 
proposed  fee  for  1982-83  is  an  increase  of  $1,000.00  over  the  1981-82  fee. 
The  staff  has  reviewed  the  proposed  increased  fee  and  finds  it  reasonable  in 
the  light  of  inflation.   Accordingly,  the  staff  recommends  accepting  the  fee 
of  $22,500  for  the  audit  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1982-83.

"Anything  in  a  city,  county,  or  city  and  county  charter  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  governing  board  of  any  community  college  district  or  the 
governing  boards  of  any  community  college  districts  and  any  county  superinten- 
dent of  schools  may,  in  lieu  of  appointing  an  administrative  adviser  pursuant 
to  Section  72419,  appoint  a  legal  counsel  and  fix  and  order  paid  such 
counsel's  compensation  as  an  employee  or  as  an  independent  contractor.  The 
duties  of  legal  counsel  may  include  rendering  legal  advice  ..." 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

authorizing  renewal  of  contract  with  James  G.  Seely  to 
obtain  legal  advice  for  the  term  July  1,  1982  to  June  30,  1983,  and

intendent at  his  discretion,  an  average  of  30  hours  per  month,  a

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high 
schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  postsecondary  institutions.   Students 
then  submit  the  completed  application  to  the  Pell  Grant  Processing  Center  in 
Santa  Monica,  California.   The  approved  application,  then  called  a  Student  Aid 
Report  (SAR),  is  sent  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  choice.   The 
institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who 
may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   In  the  past,  the  allocation  was  based  on  estimated 
needs  for  the  year  determined  by  previous  year's  expenditures.   If  additional 
funds  were  required,  we  could  file  an  ad  hoc  report  requesting  them. 
Presently,  to  ration  the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  initial  allocation  is  only 
a  portion  of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  request  inevitable. 

The  problems  lie  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the 
Department  of  Education  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental 
allocation  letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3) 
submitting  a  resolution  for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation 
before  the  agenda  deadline  date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and 
preparing  and  disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  Pell 
Grant  Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement 
program.  It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the 
fiscal  year  1983-84  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

C.  Employee  must  be  a  full-time  Schedule  I  or  Schedule  II  employee 
with  permanent  status,  or,  a  Schedule  I  or  Schedule  II  employee 
serving  on  a  year-to-year  basis  beyond  age  70. 

The  amount  of  severance  grant  award  will  be  based  upon  the  option 
program  selected  from  the  following: 

Option  1  $5,000  lump  sum  payment  and  guarantee  of  one  year  (1983-84 
fiscal  year)  post  retirement  reemployment  (for  employees 
eligible,  pursuant  to  District/AFT  Local  2121  Collective 
Bargaining  Contract,  Article  17.12)  to  the  maximum  amount 
allowed  retired  employees  through  State  Teachers'  Retirement 
System.

California  Education  Code  Section  78462.5  reads  as  follows:   "A 
student  enrolled  in  a  class  offered  by  a  community  college  district  which  is 
not  eligible  for  state  apportionments  may  be  required  by  the  governing  board 
of  the  district  maintaining  the  class  to  pay  a  fee  for  such  class.   The  total 
revenues  derived  from  the  fee  shall  not  exceed  the  estimated  cost  of  all  such 
classes  maintained." 

The  State  of  California  Budget  Act  of  1982,  Chapter  326,  Statutes  of 
1982,  Item  6870-101-001  Provision  11  has  removed  from  state  apportionments: 
noncredit  courses  ineligible  under  Education  Code  Section  84641  and 
"avocational,  recreational,  and  personal  development  courses,  whether  offered 
for  credit  or  noncredit,  that  are  offered  more  appropriately  as  community 
service  classes  and  should  not  receive  state  apportionments". 

During  the  past  two  years,  an  increasing  number  of  classes  conducted 
by  the  SFCCD  have  been  "defunded"  by  the  State.   To  date  these  classes  have 
been  conducted  with  funds  which  might  otherwise  be  spent  on  other  funded 
programs. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   The  State  Legislature  has  removed  state  apportionment 

funding  for  a  number  of  classes  deemed  to  be  avocational, 
recreational,  and  for  personal  development,  and

strong  likelihood  that  these  classes  will  remain

PART  1  -  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  CLASS  FEES  (CONTINUING  CLASSES) 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  78462.5  a  community  service  class  fee  be  charged 
all  students  enrolled  in  credit  or  non-credit  course  offerings 
(community  service  classes)  for  which  state  apportionment  is  denied. 

Section  2  -  That  for  continuing  community  service  classes,  i.e. 

those  classes  which  were  offered  in  the  Spring  Semester 
1983  and  continued  with  the  same  instructor  into  1983-84  and 
1984-85,  the  following  community  service  class  fee  rates  are  adopted 
for  the  Fiscal  Years  1983-84  and  1984-85  commencing  with  the  Fall 
Semester  1983:

Section  3  -  These  community  service  class  fee  rates  are  exclusive  of 

any  student  materials  and  modeling  fees  which  may  be 
required  of  the  student  in  a  particular  class  and  do  not  recover  the 
full  cost  of  conducting  existing  community  service  classes. 

PART  2  -  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  CLASS  FEES  (NEW  CLASSES)

President  and  Members: 

The  District  Central  Shops  and  Warehouse  project  was  dropped  from 
the  Five-Year  State  Construction  Plan  when  the  property  at  1960  Carroll  Avenue 
was  purchased  and  subsequent  funding  provided  to  remodel  the  existing  building 
on  the  property  to  accommodate  the  maintenance  functions  of  the  District. 

Bids  were  received  for  the  proposed  remodeling  prior  to  the  "freeze" 
imposed  by  the  Governing  Board  on  the  expenditure  of  special  reserve  funds  for 
capital  outlay.   However,  the  bids  exceeded  the  budgeted  funds  and  were 
rejected. 

After  the  lifting  of  the  "freeze"  staff  reevaluated  the  proposed 
project,  considering  the  substandard  condition  of  the  existing  shop  building 
at  City  College,  the  rather  remote  location  of  the  Carroll  Avenue  facility  and 
the  concentration  of  maintainable  facilities  at  City  College. 

Consequently,  it  was  recommended  that  a  new  project  be  constructed 
at  the  City  College  site.   A  project  to  be  sited  at  City  College  was  included 
in  the  approved  1982-86  Five-Year  Construction  Plan.   The  Governing  Board 
appropriated  $1,746,994.23  of  the  total  estimated  project  cost  of  $2,902,000 
in  the  1980-81  and  1982-83  adopted  budgets. 

The  project  has  been  included  in  each  subsequent  update  of  the 
Five-Year  Construction  Plan  since  1982-83.   Partial  State  funding  has  been 
requested.   Although  the  project  is  a  State  supportable  project,  it  has  not 
been  included  in  the  Governor's  Budget  for  funding.   The  relatively  low  State 
priority  for  this  type  of  project  and  the  paucity  of  State  funding  for  capital 
outlay  are  the  reasons  given  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  for  funding  not 
having  been  provided. 

The  existing  shop  building  at  City  College  is  a  converted  World  War 
II  barracks  that  does  not  comply  with  existing  building  codes  as  it  is  now 
being  utilized.   Also,  not  all  the  District  shop  and  maintenance  functions  are 
accommodated  in  the  limited  space  now  available.   For  these  reasons,  it 
appears  compelling  that  a  new  facility  be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible. 
A  reasonable  occupancy  date  for  the  project,  as  proposed,  would  be  November 
1985.   Working  backwards  from  that  date  on  the  anticipated  time  schedule  (copy 
attached),  the  architect  selection  process  should  commence  in  June,  1983. 
Therefore,  Staff  is  recommending  that  the  Governing  Board  consider  authorizing 
initiation  of  the  selection  procedure  at  this  time. 

Pursuant  to  Section  7.08  of  the  Governing  Board  Policy  Manual  (copy 
attached),  which  governs  the  selection  of  architects,  the  following  resolution 
is  recommended  for  adoption:

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  removed  the  major  fire  debris.
